IMPORTED GOoDs FOR TAE INTERIOR. 


A Proposed Change in the Form of Paying 
: Daties on Invoices. 

G. W. Sheldon & Co., Custom-Hoblse 
brokers, have, with the concurrence of iead- 
ing Chicago importers, submitted to Senator 
Farwell the draft of a proposed amendment 
to the act of Congress governing the trans- 
portation of imported goods to interior 
ports.

If a Chicago importer 
receives ant invoice of 100 packages of guods 
and doesnot need more than: ten or 
twenty packages for some months ‘to 
come, he is required to pay ye on 
the whole invoice before & vart will re 
leased for shipment to Chi die may 
have sold @ portion of the 8 in Boston 
and desire to have the remainder retained in 
New Yorkfor consumption, but before any 
shipment is made the entire duty has to be 
paid.

corporation. Those rumors have multiplied 
during the last two weeks. This has been 
due in partto a mistakén noton as to the 
character of the frafichise granted by the 
Council and in part to the activity of the 
agents of the projectors of the State 
Street Elevated Read, but mostly to 
the conduct of some parties having 
& quasi-connectuon with the alley scheme. It 
has been stated, for instance, by persons 
who ought to know better, that theerdinance 
granting this company the right of way 
“ explicitly states that the $100,000 deposit 
lodged wivh City Treasurer tz must be 
returned to the company in the event of the 
latter purchasing property to the extent of 
$200,000.” This is not true. . The ordinance 
as it first passed contained a clause of this 
kind. But it should be remembered that this 
ordinance was vetoed by Mayor Roche, and 
one of the principal reasons for that veto was 
tié inadequacy of the eguarantee given. 
The Mayor said on this question in 


his veto message: “I do not think. 


that the provision which requires that 
$100,000 be deposited with the Controller un- 
til $200,000 has been invested in real estate 
for a rightof way affordsa sufficient guar- 
antee to the city from a syndicate of capital- 
ists residing in New York. The $100,000 


might be placed in his hands and then ar- 
raugements made to invest $200,000 in real 
estate. Upon presentation of evidence. of 
this the Controiler woula be obliged w re- 
turn the deposit, ana then within a short 
space of time the real estate could be dis- 
posed of and the city would be without a 
guarantee.”” The Mayor then proceeded to 
recommend that the $10,000 guarantee should 
be held until a mile of the road was com- 
pleted, as proposed by Ald. Wetherell, and as 
first sugzested editorialiy by Taz TRisunz. 
The Mayor’s recommendation was concurred 
in by the Council, as we fiiteenth section of 
the ordinance shows.

It is cowardly 
for a superior to insult, to nag, to impose 
upon, or t wound an inferior. It is undigni- 
fied in a woman ever “to be troubled”; and 
in asking women to abide by this standard of 
womanliness men only pay her a tribute of 
confessed superiority in cultivation and lov- 
ableness. It is true that men do not like the 
calculating, steely-eyed, and steely-minded 
women who can be always untroubled; who 
are devoid of emotion; and who, mailed in 


selfishness and impassive self-control, can. 
be capable of deliberate meanness and euter- | 


tain designs of vicious conduct which they 
carry out at their convenience. Better, in- 
deed, the qguick-blooded woman whose hasty 
word is recalled in sorrow before its shaft 
has sped far enough todo serious harm than 
she who, by her hardness and excessive con- 
sciousness of self, never even by chanceé is 
sympathetic or inspiring. : 
But the question is, How shall kind-hearted 
and well-meaning women acquire that self 


mestic discipline? The first answer is in 
women’s clubs. Is this true? lf it be, cer- 
tain traiteaust prevail in the clubs. One of 
the greatest facwrs in the development of 
self-control is the faculty of discussion with- 
out losing one’s head or involving the feel- 
ings in abstract things. If women’s clubs 
promote this, they train women in self-con- 
trol. Itis announced that at a forthcoming 
conventuon in New York, to .be composed 
entirely of women, “ everything wilt be done 
in strict parliamentary style.” It is a fact 
that at the women’s council in Washington 
nota session was begun on time; nota rule 
puton the paper was enforced as to the 
| length of essays or speeches; not dn essay, 
it is said, was produced according to the 
terms of the program; and there was no 
more serious attempt at conducting business 
according to the laws of procedure for econ- 
omy of time and the orderliness of business 
than if all concerned were children at play. 
The peril which besets all women’s clubs— 
| the permeation of them with mere personal 
feeling—is one that will retard the solution 
of the domestic problem; for_.it does more 
than all other causes combined to prevent 
women from acquiring self-control; Nothing 
is more injurious to such organizations than 
untrained presiding officers who are incapa- 
ble of maintaining the decorum of delibera- 
tion, or whose own vanity or prejudices are 
suffered to shadow the proceedings. Knowl- 
| edge of parliamentary law is a valuable 
knowledge because it promotes self-control 
not only in those who enforce it but in those 
who are bound py it. If women’s clubs were 
coaducted in accordance with its principles 
mistresses would not lose temper so often; 
and thus what was primarily designed: for 
the guidance of political bodies becomes a 
help in securing the health, peace, comfort, 
and happiness of hcmes. 
But how many women’s clubs are s0 con- 
ducted? 


GROWTH OF THE SWEATING SYSTEM. 
While a committee of the English House of 


Lords has been investigating the “‘ sweating 
system” in London and a committee of. the 
House of Representatives has been studyirg 
itin New York, similar investigations have 
been going on in Paris which show that the 
same system of utilizing untrained and un- 
skilled labor for the profitof a.middleman 
who is able to organize and control it to the 
injury of skilled lapor in the same trades 
exists in all three cities. in London and 
New York these cheap laborers are generally 
Russian Jews, who have been driven from 
their old homes. In France they are Bel- 
gians, Luxemburgers, and Germans. . The 
extent to which the wages of skilled labor 


is shown by the fact that while a good tailor 
working for a good firm gets from $4.75 w $8 
for making a frockcoat, the sweater, by 
dividing up the work between underpaid 
and comparatively unskilled labor, will 
make the same coat for $1.87, and yct 
make money outofit. For the making ofa 
shirt which is sold for 373; cents the seam- 
stress gets but 7 cents. [tis estimated that 
the wages earned by 80 per cent of the work- 
ingwomen in Paris are insufficient to provide 
them the bare necessities of life, and they 
are iherefore dependent on families, friends, 
or lovers. Women, even those owning their 
own sewing machines, only earn from 13 to 
16 cents a day, while prior to 1882 they made 
twice that. A large firm which sells linen 
goods does none of the manufacturing itself, 
but employs thirty women contractors who 
undertake tohave the work done. Each of 
these in turn employs thirty oad working 
girls who generally labor at home, each un- 
knowing what the others are getting, and all 
at the mercy of the contractor. So, also, 
firms which sell clothes for exportation have

This has ied 
tosuch areduction of wages that the sum 
paid for making a pair of cloth pantaioons 
only ranges from 9 to 25 cents, out of which 
the sweater pays wages, provides machinery 
and thread, and makes his profit.

A ROYAL DIVORCE SUIT. 

The King of Servia, MilanL, has at last 
succeeded in openmg his suif for divofce 
from his Queen, Natalie, before the Consist- 
ory of Belgrade, for under Servian laws the 
ecclesiastical authorities are alone competent. 
to entertain divorce suite and award a de- 
cree. Thathe has succeeded thus far is an 
indication that he will probably obtain a de~ 
cision in his favor. The Queen has been 
ready at any time for a legal separation, and 
has presented her reasons to the Bishops 
why an absolute divorce is illegal and should 
not be granted. They have evidently over- 
ruled her and have ordered the cag® to pro- 
ceed, and as the King has jong been in coliu- 
sion with them itis evident that they will 
not care to incur the royal displeasure by 
failing to pronounce the decree, whatever 
testimony may be laid before them. 

The story of Nataiie’s wrongs is a pathetic 


j one, By a dispatch elsewhere printed it will 


be seen that the King has removed every 
association of her presence from the palace. 
Unnecessary indignity has been heaped upon 
her name by turning her late apartments 
into servants’ quartera and smoking-rooms. 
The furniture has been removed, and what 
personal effects she left have been dumped 
mto the court-yard. Nota trace of the fugi- 
tive remains at Beigrade. And yet itis but 
thirteen years ago that the King met the 
beautiful Russian girl, Natalie Keschko, feil 
in love with her at first sight, married her, 
and took her to Belgrade. The young Prince 
Alexander was born in the following year, 
and then unhappiness began. If the Kime 
had ever loved her his passion rapidly cooled, 
for long before he was crowned, in 1882, 
his infidelity” was matter of common 
notoriety. The royal Lothario openly in- 
troduced his mistresses in the palace, and 
with the cruelty.in which creatures of this 
kind delight they took pains to flaunt them- 
selves in the presence: of the Queen and 
make sport of her wretchedness. Meanwhile, 
despairing of recovering her husband’s af- 
fection, she squghtito establish herself in the 
affections of the peopie for the sake of the : 
young Prince. This only enraged the King 
still more, and at last he forced her from. 
the palace. She took refuge on German soil 
with her boy; But even there the King’s 
wrath followed her. He demanded of the 
German Government that it should secure 
the Prince deliver him over to Servian 
commissioners. Fancying herself under the 
nominal protection of Russia, and supposing 


| the Czar would come to her assistance, 


she declined to give her boy up. 
The German police invaded her apart- 
ments at night, seized him in spite 
of her resistance, and he is now in Belgrade 
in the keeping of his father and his mis- 
tresses. The mother is on Russian soil, alone, 
helpless, ana unprotected. That the King 
will obtain his divorce and be left free to 
contract an alliance with some princess of a 
reigning house who can secure more power- 
ful influence for him and further his ambi- 
tions in a way that could not be expected of 
the daughter of a Russian army officer, al- 
most goes without saying. In the present 
relations between Germany, Russia, and 
Austria—Russia expecting to extend hér in- 
fluence in Bulgaria, Austria anticipating by 
way of compensation the establishment of 
her power over Servia, and Germany hoping 
to. profit by both—there is not much 
likelinood that either one of these Pow- 
ers will interpose any objections to the 
decree of divorce, Time was -in 
the good old days when these wrongs 
heaped upon a beautiful and innocent 
woman would have aroused @hristendom in 
her behalf, and knights would have made a 
crusade to avenge her indignities; but in 
these utilitarian days chivalry has given 
place to statecraft, and the sufferings of a 
wronged Queen are of littie account when 
compared with the ambitious schemes of 
premiers.

mand it is again tempted into the gold and 

silver bearing districts. Abandoned mines 

are carefully explored to learn if they can 

be made to give up more treasure, and new 

methods are sought to reduce low grade ores 

previously passed by as valueless. Some 

indications of such a renewed activity in 
mining are now apparént. The world-wide 

appreciation and scarcity of gold can scarce- 

ly fail to cause before long a diversion of 

labor and capital to the production of the 

’ precious metals ana the application of new 

methods to the treatment of low-grade:or re- 

fractory ores. 

Leading geologists and metallurgists seem 
quite well convinced that in the future 
mining for the precious metals, instead of 
presenting periods of spasmodic excitement 
and speculation, will take on more and | more 
the features of a business systematically 
and carefully conducted. They think it im- 
probable that vast deposits of free gold re- 
main to.be discovered, and they look for a 
steady and moderate supply rather than @ 
flood of gold. They think it likely that the 
gold supply of the future will depend on 
improved methods for mining and re- 
ducing low-grade or refractory ores 
rather than on the discovery of great 
mines like the Caliao or the Comstock. If 
experts hike Prof. Shaler of the Geological 
Survey or Prof. Newberry of the Columbia 
School of Mines are to be credited the world 
must depend for its gold sugply in the future 
on the inventor more than on the prospector 
or claim hunter. Methods to facilitate deep- 
er mining and the working of minesin re- 
gions destitute of fuel would increase the 
goid supply as certainly as the discovery of 
free milling deposits in favorable situations. 
In many quarters itis believed that new ap- | 
plications of electricity will solve some of 
these problems and lead to the profitable 
working of mines now non-productive. - 

The experiments now being tried at Dead- 
wood for the reduction of the refractory ores 
of the Black Hills region, if successful, can- 
not tail to stimulate the application of in- 
ventive skill to the problems of precious 
metal mining. While many are disposed to 
think the metallurgical art has reached a 
point of ultimate economy in the winning of 
| gold from ores, Prof. Ciark claims that sim- 

ply by a new method of applying an old 
process he has attained results heretofore 
beyond reach in reducing refractory ores. 
Mr. Clark’s method of effecting chlorination 
by roasting pulverized ore with salt and iron 
or copper matte preparatory to the leaching 
process was quite fully. described in a recent 
issue of Tue Triscune. The theory is cer- 
tainly ingenious, and if it can be applied ona 
large scale the discovery will prove valuabie 
and doubtless incite further efforts of in- 
ventive skill in the same generaydirection.

A letter which a 
plumber contributed to Tam Triscne recent- 
ly anent the question of domestic service 
must have been a genuine surprise. The 
plumber informed the community, a little 
sullenly but explicitiy, that if mustresses 
treated maids better domestic hfe would be 
happier. Having watched the kitchen and 
those who speak and move therein, he came 
to the conclusion that he would rather have 
his sister a cheap counter girl than a house 
servant—with 3 certain class of mistresses. 

The plumber 1s geaerally a most depraved 
person. His depravity vents itseif in various 
aggravating forms. He prepares pipes to 
leak when pretendimg to mend leaks. He 
opens secret passages for sewer gas when 
Charging usurer’s rates for keeping sewer 
gas out. He is in league with the gas mo- 
nopoly. He has acompact with the invisible 
weather bureau by which waterbacks are 
made to burst on Christmas Eve and the 
supply pipes to freeze on New Year’s morn- 
ing. But when the plumber casts his eye 
| away from his glowing fire pot and toward 
Betty at the kitchen range, tke plumber 
ceases to be the phonomenon of modern life. 
He becomesaman. He no longer thinks of 
’ bankrupting the tenant of the honse or of 
suing the propkietor, whichever may have to 
face his account for lead or iron, pipes, tin, 
screws, nuts, bolts, ventilators, porcelain, 
helper’s time, and principal’s per cent.

Gregg in [owa, and throuch the unfolding of 
bis scheme had secured $40,000 of Mr. Gregg’s 
good commercial paper. He then called ona 
leading law firm in Chicago and had drawn 
the plans of his organizgtion, which was to 
be.caliea ‘** The English & American Syndi- 
cate of Chicago, Limited.” The blanks of 
this association were printed. Its authorized 


“capital was to be $5,000,000, in 50,000 shares 


of $100 cach. The spaces where the names 
of the directors, bankers in London and Ch- 
cago, counsel, and Secretary should appear 
were not filled in, but the plan of the scheme 
was outlined and printed, and sets forth that 
* this company is incorporated for the purpose 
of facilitating the operations of bank and 
bankers, or business-mep generally, who may 


desire to avail themselves of the cheap and 


abundant money markets of London or other 
European centres in carrying out their vari- 
ous designs,”” The company was to do a for- 
eign backing business, examine properties, 
pass upon and underwrite ente loans, 
or properties which might be ted to 
them before they were sent abroad.

: Dunning, offering to furnisn him with good 
commercial paper of a business-man, and it 
also appears that Mr. Springer took $4,000 
worth of Mr. Gregg’s paper from Dunting, 
and in return gave Dunning $20in sioney 
and some other property. Dunning was 
bound to dispose of Gregg’s $40,000 as socn 
as possible, so he sought out Real Estate 


Agent Galloway and purchased a $12,500 | 


house of him on Lake avenue, making the 
first payment of $3,250 with some of Gregg’s 
paper and receiving $600im good hard cash 
from Galloway. 


The Chicago Trust & Savings Bank took | 


$8,400 of this paper and gave him $660. Two 
law firms in Citiicago got $1,500, so that at 
the time of his srrestit was found that he 
had turned over $25,475 of Gregg’s paper and 
had disposed of $14,525. It is also known that 
Dunning had begun to interest Chicago par- 
ties to give up their commercial paper on Dun- 
ning’s representation that he would be able 
at any time to loan them ail the English 
money they needed for business enterprises, 
the rate of interest being only 2 per cent.

SCHUNEMAN’S WATCH RECOVERED. 


The Owner Had Pawned It—Tracing His 
Whereabouts—His Poker-Piaying. 

Scbuneman’s watch and chain has been re: 
covered. He had put. it in “‘soak” the day 
he was killed at 11 o’clock in the morning at 
Lipman’s, the latter loaning him $65 on it. 
It was not a Juergensen but a Howard time- 
piece, worth about $75.

He told Lipman when he pawned it 
that he had ‘* played a little heavy, was short, 
but would settle the 6th.”” Lipman knew the 
man well by sight though not by name. He 
went to the undertaker’s yesterday and 
identified the body. 

The watch was taken by Capt. Aldrich to 
Mrs. Schuneman, who thought it had been 
her late husband’s. The valuables which 
Schuneman is supposed to have had in the 
Commercial vaults have not yet been seen.

An Ohio Oil Tank £xplodes with Fatal Ef- 
fect. .

The wo had been toid one of those 
stupendous stock stories kept on hand by 
superintendents concerning the number of 
aprons made ina given tame by such and 
such a one. It had required nearly the whole 
of two weeks to make the aprons. The su- 
perintendent then found fault with her work, 
refused to give her more than baif price for 
the work, deducted the rent for the machine, 
and proved to the widow that she was in

Dangers Which Woman Must Think About 
and Prepare.to Grapple With. 
The thoughtful woman must ask herself 
the question: What will be the effect upon 
the condition of our self-supporting women ’ 


“of the more than one-half million cheap tabor- 


ers who yearly come and are induced to 
come to America, bringing European prices 
into competinon with American prices? 

The thoughtful woman must ask herself 
the question: Whatis the meaning of the 
stifled cries of half-starving, . despairing 
women that reach us daily, and teach us the 
daily lesson that pauperism is the twin sister 
of vice? : 

The thoughtful woman asks herself this 
question also: Are there not remedies for 
the. condition of these wlasses of self-sup- 
porting women? Happily in God’s benefi- 
cent government there has never been an 
evil growing out of man’s cupidity or bad 
judgment ‘that has not had a sufficient rem- 
edy in the love of truth and justice im-: 
planted in the hearts of men. 

Intelligent | tion can alone reach some 

of these difficulties, and America with her 
whole history from. the day of our Puritan 
fathers should be a self-appointed mission- 
ary to other pations in all matters touching 
the material and spiritual welfare of te in- 
dividual. 
, The commercial relations of America are 
so intimate with Europe that there cannot be 
asingle stepin advancein the condition of 
the laborer in America that does not affect 
for the better the condition of the European 
laborer. But'there are means by which the 
work of this class of workers could be im- 
proved, and the demand for skilled labor 
would be met by a demand for higher wages. 
Young women who cannot sew a seam that 
does not look like the outline of the Rocky 
Mountains would not then be placed by man- 
ufacturers in competition with seamstresses 
that make their work an art. The establish- 
ment and endowment of large industrial 
schools, where every branch of household 
and industrial art should be taught—not in 
theory only, but in actual practice—would 
be the most intelligent, benevolent enterprise 
yet undertaken for bettering ‘the condition of 
these classes of self-supporting women. Such 
schools, ‘with large corps of competent in- 
structors, would be widely patronized, and 
cotld be made self-supporting, A certificate 
of preparation in such a school would be a 
guarantee of better work ana better wages. 

Such schools would be a double bjessing. 
While aiding self-supporting women house- 
keeping would be made what it ought to be— 
an art. it would then be considered, as it 
ought to be, as fine an art for a young woman 
to make delicious bread and broil a steak to 
a nasto play a sonata by Beethoven or 
rival Zeuxis’ grapes. The opening of new 
avenues of labor, relieving the now overflow- 
ing channels of work for women, will also 
aid in bettering the condition of these ciasses 
of self-supporting women. Now and then 
we hear of some woman who has the grace 
and the grit to enter some new avenue of 
work hitherto monopolized by men, and the 
whole town is set agog by a woman “ getting 
out of her sphere,”’ as the antediluvians call 
it. It is mow early two years since 
a well known teacher, a Harvard graduate, 
died in an Eastern city, leaving his wife with 
tneir tnree children dependent upon herself 
for support. The wife, though a lady of cuit- 
ure, a graduate of a “ladies’ college,” did 
not attempt to eke out a living by her “ httie 
Latin and less Greek”’ in the painful process 
of teaching school at $500 a year, nor did she 
attempt to starve her children in the genteel 
employment of ready made decorative art 
work; but she put her masterful knowledge 
of cooking and the small life-insurance her 
husband left her into—a bakery. Of course, 
Dame Grundy and Miss Culture and Mrs. 
Moneybags were dreadfully shocked, and 
uttered many O’s &nd Ab’s, ana did a great 
deal of looking the other way. But the bak- 
ery is a success, its fame for delicate nome- 
made pastry has reached the city limits, and 
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ligent women of today have not only made a 
pleasant discovery eonceruing the capacity 
of their brains, but they have also learned 
the important fact that the surest way to 
keep their homes inviolate is to aid their less 
fortunate sisters fo ébtain not only the bare 
necessaries of subsistence but the little com- 
torts of a home, however bumble. 

‘The iarger numbér of associations ard 
leagues now veing formed having for their 
aim a better knowledge of the condition, 
work, and wages of self-supporting women is 
a fortunate omen. Women are going to know 
as much concerning the conditions and needs 
of the women of America as they now know 
concerning those of the women of India and 
Chine—and, surely, they will not the less, 
wisely and sympathetically respond. )

TROUBLE BEGINS TOMORROW. 


Renovating Schoolrooms and Providing 
Supplies for Chicago Children. 

An army of painters, carpenters, masons, 
furniture-workers, lathers, plumbers, and 
calciminers have been at work all summer 
preparing cheerful school quarters for Chi- 
cago’s rising generation. When the schools 
are opened tomorrow the young students 
will hardly recognize their old study-rooms. 
They will search in vain for the figures, and 


drawings, and scratches they had made on | 


the walis, the floors, and the desks before 
vacation. They will find everything clean, 
neat, and renovated. In some schools they 
will find new seats and desks, in others ad- 
ditional windows, fresh colors, new pave- 
ments, bright windows, substantial and well 
protected steps, and other improvements. It 
took tke sum of about $50,000 to bring about 


_ these changes. 


** The only time schools can be repaired is 
during summer vacation,” said a gentleman 
connected with the Board of Education. 
“ The painting of the exterior of the schools 
cost about $9,000. The interior painting cost 
in all neari $3,500. The calcimining 
cost coon Age Over $1,000 was paid for 
whitewashing the basements. Then came 
all kinds of repairs and improvemen on 
which about $20,000 more was spent. About 
fourteen rooms in various school obuildings 
were provided with: new furniture .Our 
school furnimre is prepared in accordance 
with all modern improvements and the re- 
guirements of hygiene, there being desks of 
various sizes according to the age and size of 
the popil. The contracts for stationery and 
other supplies have been awarded already. 
At every.school building you wiil find now a 
supply of twenty gallons of biackink. The 
contractor furnishes the black fluid as well 
as 1,200 blackboard erasers—rubbers—at 69 
cents per dozen. One firm furnished the. 
schools with 1,000 boxes of common slate- 
pencils; another 3,000 gross, or 36,000 dozens, 
of steel pens at 26 cents per gross, and a pen- 
cil company provided 500 gross of iead- 
pencils at $1.48 per and 300 gross of 
penhoiders at 24 cents per . The 
same company furnished the schoois of 
Chicago with 500 gross of cedar-covered 
slate pencils at 58.38 cents per gross. A’ 
per company receiyed $3,01450 for 40, 
packages of writing paper, and $753.63 for 

0,000 packages of ‘writing paper to be used 
for German exercises, each package contain- 
ing 100 sheets. Another paper company was 
paid $2,040 for 2,000 reams of foolscap, and s0
